HENRY M. STANLEY. 


Arrival of the Distinguished Afri- 
can Explorer at New York. 


Cordial Welcome Given Him by 
Newspaper Men and Others. 


Mr. Stanley Refuses te Be Interviewed by 
Reperters But Subsequently Talks About 
Barttelot’s Diary—Lieut. Treup’s Book— 
The Rear Guard Severely Oriticised—Its 
Officers Charged With Neglect and Irres- 
elution—Charges Made by Mr. Staniey 
Against Them—Treup’s Wholesale Con- 
demnpatier of Bartielot and Subsequent 
Defense of the Deceased Officer. 


New York, Nov.6,—Henry M. Stanley and 
wife and Lieut. Jephsen arrived last night by 
the steamer Teutonic. They had a rough 


voyage and Mr. Stanley was Ii ou the way 
ever. He is now recovered. 

The big steamer Teutonic, with fl. M. Stanley 
on board, passed Quarantine at 8 o'clonk this 
morning, ut the fog was so dense that it took 
the big liner two hours to come up the bay. 
At Quarantine, Met. Bond, manager of Stan- 
lets tour, Col. Thoma A. Knox, Edward 
Quintard and Col. Findley Anderson, who 
while on the New York Herald 
sent Mr. to Greece in 
1868 and to Spain during 
the Carlist uprising in 1870, and who started 
him on his fret African expedition to find 
Livingston, went on board aad metthe party. 
Mr, Stanley was overjoyed to meet bis friends 
and especially Col. Anderson, Col. Anderson 
in a brief speech welcomed Mr. Stanley to 
America. In reply Mr. Stanley said: 

„Col. Anderson, I thank you from my 
heart for your kind welcome to my home. 
This is a far different day from the 
one twenty-three years age when I 
sailed away from the barbor of New 
York toreport to you in London.

DESTRUCTION OF THE GREAT WELLS III. 
VATOR AT BUFFALO, N. I. 


Several Other Buildiags in Danger, But 
Saved—tThe Loss Abeut $300 ,000—Con fla- 
gration at Truckee, Cal. — Over Forty 
Business Buildings Burnaed— A Cotton 
Steamer en Fire—Denver'’s Big Blaze— 
Fires. 


BUFFALO, N. I., Nov. 6.—The Wells Eleva- 
tor, ene of Buffalo’s great grain storehouses, 
was destroyed by fireearly this morning. 
Loss on the elevators and contents estimated 
at above $200,000. At 155 0’clock the fire was 
discovered and a general alarm sent la. The 
fire tug was the first to arrive and soon had an 
effective stream playing upon the flames, but 
it was up-bill work, as the flames, fanned by 
a stift southwest wind, had made 
rapid progress. The marine tower 
was all ablaze and it was so high that 
the streams could not reach it. When the 
stean.ers arrived the fre had spread to the 
entire building, and at 2:10 a. m. penetrated 
every section of the dock side and encom- 
passed the whole roof. The building was 
doomed, and the firemen turned their atten- 
tion to saving the adjoining property. The 
Wilkeson elevator was separated from the 
Wells by a small alley, and was in great dan- 
ger. It was on fire several times, but the con- 
centrated efforts of the firemen prevented the 
flames from making any headway. Meanwhile, 
the fire in the Weile elevator was burning 
furiously. Huge sheets of fames leaped from 
the structure, lighting the vicinity for blocks 
around. Opposite the elevator 
street stooda number of buildings usea for 
saioons, cheap bearding-houses and tene- 
ments. These structures were in danger and 
the firemen were obliged te deluge them with 
water to keep them from bDiazing up. The 
shipping in the river was also in great danyer, 
but was pulled away to places of safety be- 
fore the fire had communicated to 
it. The brig John ©. Gault of the 
Lake Erie Transportation Line lay 
directly behind the elevator, but tugs were 
attached to her and she was swung around to 
a safe place before the flames had made much 
progress. The elevator was covered with cor- 
rugated iron, and this metal in the flerce heat 
peeled off in huge sheets and fell all around 
the firemen. — bad many narrow escapes.

A BURLESQUE Boss. 

The pitifulest spectacle in the United 
States to-day is presented by Speaker 
Rub. What a fall is there!“ 

A few days ago he posed as the Napo- 
leon of American politics. What airs of 
greatness he assumed! How he plumed, 
puffed, blustered and bragged! With 
what fine contempt he viewed the men 
who presumed to question his authority 
as the first man of his country, the leader 
of the people, the maker of public 
opinion and the born dictator of his party. 
Every word, gesture, act, was eloquent of 
superiority to all considerations which 
restrain men of common mold, He was 
„the people,“ the ‘‘Iam’’ of Republican- 
ism. He railed at popular rights and 
laughed warning and protestation to 
scorn. 

The inevitable end of such folly has 
come quickly in his case. The poor fool 
who imagines himself an Emperor and 
bedecks his empty head with a tin crown 
and his rags with tinsel and bits of tawdry 
ribbon, is not more ridiculous than the 
self-constituted boss of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. In the bright light of pub- 
lic opinion his pretentious wisdom is false, 
his wit is chaff, and his gorgeous robes of 
supreme authority are fustian. In the 
little group of humble Republicans who, 
spared from the wrath of the people, are 
permitted toreturn to Congress there is 
none so low as not to be able to look down 
upon Boss“ REED, none so contemptible 
as not to have contempt for him and 
none so ridiculous as not to find food for 
laughter in his predicament. But he is an 
object of pity to friends and enemies. It 
would have been. better for him if the re- 


cent political cyclone could have swept | 


him out of publhe life and kindly oblivion 
had covered his folly and his faults. 

The only piece of wisdom poor REED has 
fallen upon of late 1s his resolution not 
to talk about the result of the elec- 
tion. Like a boy caught at a naughty 
trick and spanked he has nothing to say, 
but he must think lots. 


WHEN CONGRESS MEFTS. 
It is well known that the vote by which 


the McKinley bill passed was a forced 


vote in both houses of Congress. Many of 
the Republicans who cast that vote ad- 
mitted that it was not dictated either by 
their own honest opinions or by the in- 
terest of their constituents, but by a sup- 
posed party interest and the authority of 
the party caucus. Even so distinguished 
a Republican as Senator INGaLLs, the 
President pro tem. of the Senate, did not 
dare to ask the Kansas majority of 82,000 
Republicans to indorse the measure, but 
claimed a re-election on the ground that 
he had waived his objections to the bill in 
deference tothe party, and that Kansas 
should do the same and accept it as a 
party measure. 

The result ought to teach statesmen and 
politicians that such submission to caucus 
rule at the expense of honest and faithful 
representation, isnot good fora party 
and is prompted by a false view of genu- 
ine party loyalty. If a dozen Republican 
Senators who protested and voted against 
the principal features of the McKinley 
bill had stood with thethree who voted 
againstits final passage, it would have 
been defeated and the overwhelming de- 
featofthe party inthe November elec- 
tions might have been avoided. 

The unprecented ‘‘one-man power’’ of 
the Speaker and the slavish discipline en- 
torced by his party caucus and submitted 
to by all butthree Republican members 
of the House, were but recently praised by 
extreme and shalluw partisans as the 
achievements of a new and invincible 
leadership, and Speaker REED was recog- 
nized as the coming Bismarck of his party 
and of American politics. But his tri- 
umphs were notin harmony with Amer- 
ican methods, precedents and traditions, 
and a crushing rebuke from the people 
awaited them. His greatness is now ata 
tremendous discount and the spell of his 
authority is broken 

The effect of all this on Congress when 
it meeta in December will be manifest and 
it ought to have a wholesome influence on 
both parties. 


Tue New York Sun’s recent estimate of 
the chances that the Republicans would 
retain a majority in the Senate to the 
close of the current century did not in- 
clude such landslidesas that of Tuesday 
last in the reckoning. The Senate is not 
beyond the reach of tidal waves, and Re- 
publican Senators cannot all be insensi- 
ble to a popular opposition which puts a 
Democratic majority of 130 in the House. 
There are a dozen or more Republican 
Setators at heart opposed to the pluto- 
cratic policy forced on their party by its 
basses, and the unexpected apparition of 
Democratic Senators from New York, 
New Hampshire, Wisconsin and Illinois, 
and the prospect that more will speedily 
follow from other States hitherto electing 
Republicans only, will greatly help 
Prunus in his effort to reform the policy 
of his party.

That astonishing census is not yet complete 
enough for exact caiculations, but the Nation 
has been figuring on the returns as given out, 
and reaches results that, if they should be 
verified, will completely discredit it. The 
pereentage ofnatural increase bas been de- 
creasing steadily during the century,amount- 
iugto $5 per cent in the decade from 1800 to 
1810, and running down to 24 per cent in 1850 to 
1890. The census of 1870 cevered the war 
period, and was besides notoriously inaecu- 
rate, so that ite percentage of natural increase 
(less than 15) may be ignored. Frem 1870 to 
1880 the per cent of increase, exclusive of that 
from immigration, was nearly 23. But, ac- 
cording tothe Nation es estimate on the re- 
turns for 1890, the percentage of natural in- 
crease will fallin Mr. Porter’s return to 134— 
even lover than that ot the decade covering 
the war! There is surely some error here, or, 
it not, the country should know with certain- 
ty the startling truth that foreign immigration 
| is now almost equal tothe natural increase, 
| standing about as 52 to 60.

Judge Thayer this morning put the finish- 
ing touches on the case of Mary Keuscher vs. 
the Intermational Progressive Associatien. 
This case on trial resulted in judgment for the 
Gefendant, and now « Motion for a new trial 
fs overruled. This case grew out of the cele- 
brated fraudulent insurasce case of Charlies 
Ziefe. The latter was a barber who died ser- 
eral years ago of consumption. He 
bad befere the fatal disease was 
Geveloped made the acquaintance 
of Revert Terry, a carpet-layer who was 
prominent in sundry secret societies. Terry 
initiated a man into the United States Banev- 
olent Fraternity under the name of Charles 
Zelle when the latter was dying in the City 
Hospital, and Dr. John Whittaker, the exam- 
ining physician of the order, certified that 
Ziefle was wonderfully healthy and possessed 
of a wonderfully good medical history, Be- 
fore Ziefle was quite dead Terry s“d Whitaker 
moved him to the residence of Laggie Gold- 
berg. He died there, and his body was emuz- 
gied by alley ways to the residence of 
August Keuscher. A wig had deen 
put om the dead man's head, and his face had 
been painted te make it look semething like 
the face of a man who had been previeusiy 
very healthy and had died suddenly. Maggie 
Goldberg persenated the sister ef Ziefe, who 
was the beneflelary under the policy sued 
and en the fraudulent initiatien of the pre- 
tended Zieflie. A real sister of Ziefle was kent 


in ignorance of her brother's death znd when 
she learned of it it aleo happened that she got 
a hint of the insurance conspiracy. She could 
pe * kept quiet and the result wag the crim- 

ne pepecep tion of Terry and big conviction 
ip the Criminal Court.

IDENTIFICATION OF A CRIMINAL BY LOUIS 
IBAN, A BLIND MAN, 


Nothing Peculiar About the Veice ef the 
Man and Mr. Guibar Had Heard It But 
Once—Confession ef the Thief Whe 
Grabbed Miss Malliasey’s Peckethbeok. 


There was a strange scene enacted in the 
office of Chief of Detectives Desmond at the 
Four Courts this morning. Much has been 
said and more has been written In praife of 
the remarkable memories possessed by the 
noted sleuth, who remembered a face unseen 
for forty years. Where, however, can be 
found a mere remarkable instance than is pre- 
sented in the identification ofa criminal by a 
blind man who had only heard hig voice but 
once? Yet, this is exactly what was done to- 
day, and there was nothing peouliar about 
the man’s voice. 

Blind Leuls Guibar had asserted that he 
would recognize the voiceef the man who 
robbed bim ona the afternoon of October 28. 
Pat Kennedy was suspected of thejob. He 
was in the holdover om another case and 
Desmond sent Detective McGuire down to 
bring the prisoner up. Thea he went out into 
the detectives’ room and told several ef his 
mento come in with Kennedy and as they 
entered the office to say, Good morning, 
Mr. Desmond. 

THE IDENTIFICATION. 

This was done and then came Kennedy. 
soon as he crossed the sill he said: 

„Good moraing, Mr. Desmond!’’ 

‘*‘That’s the man! That's the man! 
him! came from Guldar in an instant. 

The blind man had been sitting lu a chair 
by the window facing the door. His sightiess 
orbs were turned to the passage as each man 
entered and he held big head in an expectant 
attitude es each mun spoke. The minute 


sound escaped Kennedy’s lips bis face lighted 
up with a emile of satisfaction and he leaned 
half out ot his chair in his excitement as he 
announced the identification.

Col. Jese Barrics. 


Oni1caGco, III., Nov. 6.—Cel. Jose Barrios, 
nephew of the famous General wbo was killed 
while leading the army of Guatemala in the 
Gisastrous war of 1885, arrived yesterday 
direct from Central America. It is evident 
that Mr. Barrios bas a lingering hope that his 
unocle’s ambition, the union of Central Amer- 
joa, will some day be accomplished. He even 
goes farther, firmly believing that America 
should be for Americans, and that as his peo- 
ple are as much Americans as those of the 
United States the whole North American 
Continent will be under one government. Of 
the present condition of Guatemala he speaks 
im a most interesting and somewhat novel 
way. 

„One hundred and thirty acres of land can 
be bought from the Government for 880, he 
said in the course of conversation last even- 
Ing. This offer is open aiso to foreigners 
and, indeed, weare anxious that foreigners 
should settle among us, for in the entire 
country we bave a pepulation but little larger 
than that ot your city. I have known sev- 
eral of your people, earning but $15 a week at 
home, who came to Guatemala and became 
wealthy within avery few years. You see, 
living is cheap and laborers receive but 37 
cents per day. While our natural wealth is 
comparatively undreamed of by the world, 
we are developing wonderfully and the world 
will know more of us upon the completion of 
arailroad now being constructed from the 
city of Guatemala to Livingston on the At- 
lantic Coast. When thatis finished we shall 
trade more with the United States, with which 
we also hope to establish reciprocity on cer- 
tain lines of goods.

The yerdict 
rendered censures the firm for carelessness 
in allowing naptha to be stored on the prem- 
ises. Six persons were burned to death by 
this fre and several otbers were so seriously 


injured that it is not yet known whether their 
recovery is possible. 


English Engineers Pleased. 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—English civil engineers are 
congratulating themselves upon the fact that 
the Italian Government, after careful tests of 
the Armstrong and Krupp guns, bas adopted 
the former for use in its new batteries.

Depew. Says Its Effects

It Was Made an Hxcuse by 
Tradesmen to Advance 
Prices. 


Mr. Depew Thinks the Decision of Last

New York, Nov. 6.—Mr. Depew was seen 
by a reporter last night and asked what he 
thought of the Democratic tidal wave. 

It is the McKinley lav, said Mr. Depew, 
**not the legitimate result of the 
McKinley law, but the effect of its go- 
ing into operation only thirty days before 
election—effects which ought to have been 
foreseen.lam not surprised that we are to have 
a Democratic House of Representatives. 
Some weeks ago Imade up my mind that the 
Democrate would carry the Lower House of 
Congress, though I did motexpect so great a 
majority asthis. I'll teil you what made me 
think so. It was the way the McKinley bill 
was being madeuseof. All over the country 
prices have been golsg up or going to go up 
because of the McKinley billand generally on 
articles which were not affected by that 
measure. Some friends of mine went to New 
York to buy a plano and the man told them 
they had better buy at once as planos were 
going to incresse $100 in price because of the 
McKinley bill, although as a matter of fact 
Pianos were not ia the new tariff. Ia other 
words, tradesmen of all kinds, Republicans 
as well as Demecrats, have made the McKin- 
ley bill an excuse for advancing their prices 
or threatening to do so. The result is that 
people will met stand these higher prices, 
or are mad at it and turm on the party 
that passed the bill. The farmers have 
been heard from. They come into their 
country towns to buy something and are told 
by the storekeeper that the McKinley tariff is 
raising the price of everything and that they 
bad better Duy at once and, it is needless to 


say, 
THEY DON'T LIKE IT. 


These are the illegitimate results of the Me- 
Kinley tariff. It has hardly got into opera- 
tlon yet, and its goed effects can- 
not be felt for some time to 
come. I do net belleve it 
will raise prices, as people are now pretend- 
ing it will, end I think it will stimulate indus- 
try and two years hence will reverse the 
decision of yesterday, for it is clear that the 
idea of protection is deeply rooted and grow- 
ing in this country. A great deal of the tidal 
wave of Democracy is the result of the disap- 
poimtment of office-seekers. This was the 
first general elecfion since President Harrison 
went in. With 100,000 offices to dis- 
pose of there were 500, 000 office- 


seekers and for every man getting an office 
five or more have been disappointed. Many 
ofthese enterprising gemtiemen bad a knife 
up their sleeve and yesterday they let the ad- 
ministration feel it. The Republicans, how- 
ever, while willing to gratify their feelings 
thus iu an off year will not sacrifice the Presi- 
dency and there will be no such danger to be 
feared two years hence. The fraudulent use

beneficial effects will begin te be felt througb- 
out the land in 1892.

A MOTHER’sS TERRIBLE CRIME. 


Barbara Lamprecht Cuts Her Daughter“ 
Throat and Attempts Suicide.

A PECULIAK CASE. 


Mr. Graber Recovers Hise Meney Bequeathed 
by Hise Wife to Mer Relatives. 


NEW YOrK, Nov. 6.—A peculiar case ‘came 
to light in the trial yesterday ofa suit in the 
Court of Common Pleas, before Judge Allen 
an d a jury. Eurly in 1867 Peter Graber and 
Margaretha Gross, both about 20 years old. 
arrived here from Germany and soon after- 
ward they were married. The young husband 


developed into a most skillful pier builder. It 
was he who built the famous iron pier of 
Coney Island. He saved seme of the 
money he made, placing all of it in the custody 
of his wife, who in turn deposited it ip a sav- 
ings bank. The limit in one Dank after another 
was reached until the full amount which sav- 
ings banks by law could receive stood to her 
creditin about ten different savings danke. 
Although the deposits of money were always 
made in the name of the wife, it wae with the 
understanding that in the case of the death ef 
either the money should be the sole property 
of the survivor. Their relations were of s most 
affectionate character until May, 1881, when Mrs. 
Graber died. He then learned that she had 
left a will by which all the money d din 
the savings banks had been bequeathed to her 
sisters in Germany end that he was penni- 
less. Mrs. Graber appointed the German So- 
clety of this city executor of her will, and the 
society applied to the Surrogate to have the 
will admitted to probate. It was then that the 
German Society learned of the pecuilar cir- 
cumstances of the affair. The society told 
Mr. Grabe that it would aid him to 
recover s money, and an ac- 
tion was brought by Graber to recover 
his savings—about $12, 000. The case 
was tried before Judge Allen yesterday.

Initial Move in the Northern Pacific and 
Baltimere & Ohle Alliance—Anriety Over 
the Division of Misseuri River Traffic fer 


October—Teurists’ Tickets Being Scal ped

MILWAUKES, Wie., Nov. 6.—The annual 
meeting of the Wisconsin Central Railway Co. 
was held yesterday and the following were 
' elected directors; Edwin H. Abbott, Freder- 
ick Abbott, Howard Harris, Samuel R. Ains- 
lie, Thomas J. Hyman, Robert W. MoGuire, 
Henry F. Spencer, Jeremiah Smith, Eustace 
J. Fits, Joha T. Anderson and Jos. H. Well- 
man. 

At the meeting of the directors the following 
éfficers were chosen: H. Abbott, President 
and Treasurer; Frederick Abbott, Vice-Presi- 
dent and Assistant Treasurer, Milwaukee; 
Thomas J. Hyman, Auditor and Genera! Ac- 
‘countant; Heward Morris, City and General 
Solicitor; Henry B. Spencer, Assistant Treas- /| 
urer and Assistant Secretary. 

An extensive report was presented cover- 
ing among other things the lease of the Wis- 
cone in lines to the Northern Pacific. It ap- 
pears from these that the Northern Pacific, 
which owns the Chicago terminais, leased 
these terminals to the Wisconsin Central Ce. 
for ninety-nine years and the Central Co. then 
sub-leased them with all the WisconsinCOentrai 
Co. road to tho Northern Pacific Co. for a peri- 
od of ninety-nine years from Apr l 1, 1800. The 
rental paid by the Northern Paoific for the 
Chicage terminals is $350,000 per annum, in 
addition te the interest on the bonds 
oft the Terminal Co. The net sur- 


plus of the Wisconsin Co. for the year ending 
June 30, 1830, ie $29,682 and the net surplus on 
income of the Wisconsin Central Co. for the 
eight months ending June 30, 1890, Is $85,813, 

exclusive of the receipts of the Land Depart- 
ment. The report proposes to the stockhold- 
ers the Issuing of new debentures to pay fer 
outstanding contracts for the purchase of roll. 
ing stock on which it has heretofore paid 
rental, and says it should capitalize by fund- 
ing all the temperary loaus bearing a high 
rate of interest. 


What It Means. 


The above telegram gives color to the story 
published in the Chicago Post Menday and 
reproduced in this paper Tuesday to the effect 
that the Northern Pacific and Baltimore & 


Ohio roads had entered into an agreement for 
an change of business which practically 
amounted to an alliance. To carry out the 
scheme it was necessary for the roads 
to use the Wisconsin Central terminais 
in Chicago and for the Baltimore & Obio to 
construct aloop connecting its tracks with 
those of the Wisconsin Central. Under this 
arrangement cars could be hauled through 
from the Atiantic to the Pacific Ocean with- 
eut change,and the lease the Northern Pacific 
bas secured from the W iscousin Central weuld 
seem to indicate that the scheme is to be car- 

ried out. If itis it will de one of the greatest 
railroad combinations in the country. 


Missouri Rider Traffic Divisien. 


The freight men are all anxiously waiting 
for the action of the four arbitrators on divis- 
ion of Octeber trale from the Missouri River, 
says tho Kansas City Journal. The Mu- 


waukee and Santa Fe have just about finished 
the division of traffic on the September 
account. The Santa Fe is working to secure 
a larger percentage of the business and will 
ask that it be allowed to keep all that it has 
obtained. It is quite probabie, bovever, 
that some of the other lines wil get part of its 
treieht awarded to them. The Rock Isiand is 
quite certain to get some of it. It le possible 
that the Chicago & Alton will have to hand 
ever a tenth of ite October business, though 
its wheat, which has swelled its tonnage con- 
siderably, goes largely to Carlinville, a non- 
competitive milling point on the Alton. 
The total east bound shipments from Soutn- 
eastern Missouri river points for October 
were 12,835 cars, of which the Altos had 
1,575, the Burlington 2,171, the Milwaukee, 
1,211, the Rock Island 663, the Santa Fe 
3.801, the Diagonal 477, the Wabash 

the Missouri Pacific 1,186 and 
the Memphis, 811. There were 1,634 cars of 
wheat and 1,021 of other grains forwarded. Of 
these Alton had 219 and 10 respectively, the 
Burlington 181 and 196, the Milwaukee 14 and 
none, the Kock Island 88 and 87, the Banta Fe 
511 and 22,the Diagonal 190 and 68, the Wabash

DIPSTHERIA OF THE EYE. 


Seme 


A Disease That May Affect the Peeple of 
Besten. 


From the Boston Herald. 

A disease known as diphtheria of the eye 
has lately shown itself in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton. As yet it bas not gained much headway, 
but eye specialists are on the lookout for such 
cases, in the hope that its * may be 
effectually checked. 

In conversation with a leading eye physician 
of this city a day ortwo since, it was foind 


that the disease upto the presefit time has 
been a very rare one, but a very few cases be- 
ing known to bim in the past eight or nine 
years in this part of the country. These, 
however, have in nearly every instance, re- 
suited im the loss of the member affected and 
often in the logs of the entire sight. 

The disease, which is considered a very se- 
rious one, is pecullar to Germany, in the vi- 
cinity of Berlin, where many people have 
suffered frem its effects. In nature it is pre- 
cisely the same as throat diphtheria, and may 
be caused by coming in contact with that dis- 
ease, if the person’s eyes have been at all 
sore or inflamed from any cause. 

At the present time there is one case under 
treatment at the Massachusetts Eye and Ear 
Infirmary en Charies street, this city, the pa- 
tient being a little giri, but, as it is a com- 
paratiyely new ease, hopes are entertained 
that it may not result seriously, and that her 
present impaired sight may be restored. 

The most diMoult trouble enoountered in 
the treatment of this disease by the specialist 
is to keep the uraffected member tightly 
bound and hooded, that it may not draw the 
inflammation from the Giseased eye to itself, 
for, ifthis should bappen, there would be 
scarcely any hope of the patient recovering. 

As yet, there is no cause for extreme aiarm, 
as most cautionary methods are beiug taken 
to reach these cases before they shall be im- 
parted to ethers.
